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ASOTHER NEW BRITISH COLONY. 

The development of our Colonial Posses- 
sions — closely watched by the Government 
lias rendered necessary a further division of 
the Government of New South Wales. 
The district of Moreton Pay has, for some 
time past, assumed an importance sufficient 
to entitle it to a separate Administration ; 
and representations have been made to the 
lloriie Government by the colonists, from 
time to time, urging the claims of tho set- 
•tlernent in strong terms. The necessity of 
the measure was, in fact, fully admitted on 
oil sides, and the delay simply arose from 
a practical difficulty in the adjustment of 
the debt of Now South Wales between the 
two districts. The debt has now been sat- 
isfactorily apportioned, and the Colonial 
Administration, with its usual promptitude, 
lias lost no time incompleting tho arrango- 
nient. Tho new colony is to take the 
namo of Queensland ; and now that it has 
its own seat of government, and is able to 
look closely after its own interests, it will, 
without doubt, take its place amongst the 
DlOst flourishing branches of our great 
Colonial Empire. 

Sir P. Lytton has selected for the post of 
Governor, Sir George Ferguson Bo won, 
K- C. M. S. This gentleman now holds tho 
difficult and responsible post of Chief Sec- 
retary to the Lord High Commissioner of 
the Ionian Islands. In that position he 
has already shown considerable talent for 
business, and has acquired that tact and 
experience in dealing with delicate affairs, 
which will be of great service in tho task 
of bringing a new colony into order. Sir 
George Powen is known not only for his 
political bat for his literary attainments, 
lie was formerly Fellow of Prascnoso, and 
is Well known in official circles as a man of 
great general ability. The appointment is 
nne likely t'i be popular in Australia, and 
it affords a fresh proof of tho care and sa- 
gacity of the Colonial Secretary, in appoint- 
ing competent persons to our Colonial Gov- 
ernorships, in wnloh they are able to do so 
in'ieh either for good or for evil. 

Sir P. Lytton has adhered in this in- 
stance, as in others, to the principal of 
promotion, so that ho is more likely to se- 
riiro, efficient public servants to the Colo- 
nial Empire'. The nddition of a new col- 
ony to our dominions is an event which 
oUjr,ht not to pass without proper notice — 
it has none of the ochit of tho conquost of 
it kingdom, but has far more of the solid 
rind substantial advantages. — Chronicle 



FRASER RIVER SALMON. 

While on the subject of fishing. I will 
advert to some peculiarities of the .salmon 
family in the Eraser, us noticed by Mr. 
Ellnrd, during a sojourn of some 20 sum- 
mers on its banks, in various localities. 
From bis observation the regular salmon 
known, as in British rivers, although tole- 
rably plentiful every season, is almost cer- 
tain to superabound every fourth year, and 
like thoso in the Columbia river, the old 
fish never return to the sea ; for even after 
spawning they continue working up stream, 
ofton struggling in a half submerged state, 
in shallow water, stripped of their scales, 
and bleeding, until exhausted nature sinks, 
leaving the fish in a partial state of decom- 
position as it expires. In somo of the 
bends of tho river, such countless thou- 
sands of rotten salmon uro accumulated, 
that the atmosphere is for miles impreg- 
nated with a most intolerable stench. 
There is again another species, known as 
the hunchback salmon, from its peculiar 
conformation, but it is not esteemed by the 
Indians, tho fish being of a very inferior 
quality, and is only used in any quantity 
(luring a dearth of tlio genuine salmon, and 
then only in a fresh state, as it has been 
found totally unfit for curing. The hunch- 
back salmon is regularly intermittent in 
its visits, only coining to fresh water every 
second season. Lastly, there is the genus 
known by the Indian name of coocouse, a 
hybrid bastard sort of fish, half trout, half 
salmon. It is regarded as tolerably good 
food during the early part of the season, or 
when it first appears, but towards tho end 
of tho year it is always thrown aside as 
wholly unfit for diet. The Indians in the 
Upper Fraser catch quantities of fish in 
excess of that required for their own use, 
which they trade off with the Hudson's 
Pav Company for blankets and other neces- 
saries, hut those in the Power Fraser are 
principally confined in tliuir fish traffic to 
the sturgeon, which attains a monster size 
in these waters. This fish in caught after 
tho shades of evening settle down, when it 
is prone to come to the surface in the wake 
of a canoe, close enough to be struck by a 
spear rigged after the fashion of a harpoon. 
Immediately after being speared it dives 
directly to tho bottom, but conies again 
passively to the surface as the linn is pulled, 
when its head is stove in with a heavy 
nobby short stick nsed for the purpose. 
Fraser river sturgeon Yields throo varieties 
of fish, said to resemble voal, beef and 
pork, makes excellent soup, and its roe is 
considered a great delicacy, especially in 
the Russian settlements, whore tho natives 
beat it into a pulp and make it into cakes, 
which are esteemed a raro luxury. — Cor. 
London Daily A'cim.
